Aldrich, on board his steam yacht the 
Q-we-ra. slipped into Beverly early to- 
day, interrupted the presidential break- 


fast and talked polities and rubber tar- | 


riff affairs for 35 minutes with Mr. Taft. 


The Rhode [sland senator came ashore | 


before the time set for him, using a swift 
Jaunch. His yacht hoisted anchor and 
sped out of the harbor before any of the 
correspondents could reach her, 

The reply of Mr. Aldrich to Senator 
Bristow's charges was the chief topic 
discussed, and the President was greatly 
interested in the letter which the Senator 
sent to Congressman McKinley, in an at- 
tempt to clear himself of the charges 
Which the insurgent leader has made on 
the stump. 

The four Tennessee leaders invited to 
lunch with the President today reached 
Boston this. morning and were brought 
to Beverly in one of the President’s 
automobiles. They were Representa- 
tives J. W. Austin—whose son is an of- 
ficer on the presidential vacht May- 
flower--Lee Brock and Newell Sanders 
and Judge G. M. Henderson. These gen. 
tlemen represent various factions of the 
Republican party in Tennessee and the 
President is endeavoring to adjust their 
differences. He believes that if he can 
harmonize the party Tennessee can be 
won because of the split in the Demo- 
cratic party and the recent success 
the independent judicial ticket. 

The President is to see two cabinet 
officers today; Secretary of the Treasury 
MacVeagh and ° 
Hitchcock. The former comes to discuss 
finance and the President’s policy of 
retrenchment in government expendi- 
tures, : 

The work of the tariff board will prob- 
ably be discussed as well. Postmaster- 
General Hitchcock has a number of post- 
masters to be appointed, and also wants 
to talk over the postal savings bank sit- 
uation. 

“A good old-fashioned fight, and a 
good old-fashioned Republican victory,” 
was the prediction on the Ohio situation 
made here today by Senator Charles 
Dick. 

“The situation has improved,” he said, 
“and there was room for improvement. 
We will open the campaign early in Sep- 
tember, a little in advance of the usual 
date. I don’t think the Burton-Cox af- 
fair will have any effect on the voting. 
We select a new chairman to succeed 
Wade Ellis within the next few weeks. 
The campaign is to be waged through- 
out the state along the lines of small 
stumping tours, the schoolhouse meeting 
variety. We are going to win, sure.” 

Senator Dick is to introduce to the 
President tomorrow Warren G. Harding, 
the gubernatorial candidate recently 
chosen by the Republicans of Ohio. 

H. C. Emory, chairman of the tariff 
board, is expected here this afternoon. 
He will talk tariff with President Taft 
and Secretary MacVeagh. 

President Taft today will get an in- 
side line of information on Ohio politics. 
He is playing golf at the Myopia Club 
over an 18-hole course with Congressman 
Nicholas Longworth of Ohio, who with 
Mrs. Longworth this week is the guest 
of Mr. and Mrs. Bryce J. Allan at 
Beverly Cove.

Senator Aldrich Auwwets 
Specific Bristow Charges 


W ASHINGTON —Senator Aldrich, en- 
umerating the counts under which he 
was “indicted” by Senator Bristow of 
Kansas in recent campaign speeches, 
dealing with the tariff on rubber, in a 
letter published today denies the charges 
in their entirety, 

Incidentally he pays his respects in 
Caustic language to Senator Bristow and 
What he terms a “little group of men” 
Which entertain opinions similar to the 
Kansan. 

The letter is addressed to Conzressman 
McKinley of Hlinois, chairman of the Re- 
publican congressionaa committee, and 
was sent to the headquarters of the 
committee in this city. The explanation 
of the rubber duties and the denial of 
the charges made against him by Senator 
Bristow are based upon the fact that 
Senator Aldrich was called upon by a 
Republican candidate for Congress to 
furnish the facts connected with the 
changes made in the recent tariff act. 

Referring to the charges made by Sen- 
ator Bristow as “absurd misstatements,” 
Senator Aldrich said the persistent re- 
iteration of them impelled him to make 
a full statement.

WASHINGTON-—With a cloudless sky 
and the shimmer of the Potomac river 
searcely broken by a breeze, Washington 
today promised the greatest regatta in 
the history of the National Association 
of Amateur Oarsmen.

WITH A POWERFUL BLERIOT MONOPLANE 


Aviator Is Most Prominent Fie of His Na-| 
tionality and Has Carried Up Many 


Persons, Including the Nobility.

Arrangements have seeciieatia been 
Grahame;White, the eminent English aviator, for his appear- | 
ance as a contestant at the Harvard-Boston meet. Since C. 8S. 
Rolls, Mr. Grahame-White has become the most famous aviator | 
in England. He is said to be a more capable aviator than Mr. 
Rolls; that is, he has a better technical knowledge of aerv- | 
planes and all that concerns them. 

Mr. Grahame-White ranks with the ablest French profes- | 
sionals—with such men as Bleriot, Paulhan, Farman and Le | 
Blane, or such men as Glenn H. Curtiss and Wilbur Wright in | 
this country. His attemped flight from London to Manchester 
last April stirred all England. | 

He has-cabled that he will bring a Bleriot monoplane to Bos- 
ton and a 100-horsepower motor. With the 100-horsepower | 
motor this latest Bleriot monoplane will go 70 miles an hour 
or better. | 

Glenn H. Curtiss with his new biplane and his latest motor 
expects to break some records at the Boston meet and he wiil 
give Mr. Grahame-White a battle for the Globe $10,000 prize.

In the first place the senator declared 
the increase from 30 per cent to 35 per 
cent on a small number of articles of 
manufactured rubber articles was for the 
purpose of making the tariff uniform on 
kindred articles and facilitating the la- 
bors of the customs officers. 

In that connection he made public a 
letter to him from General Sharretts, a 
member of the New York board of gen- 
era! appraisers, asserting that the change 
was advisable and hadi been agreed to 
unanimously by the Senate and House 
committees and by the conferees on the 
taciif bill at the earnest solicitation of 
the tariff experts of the treasury depart- 
mer%. 

Laying particular 
charge made by Mr. 
Aldrich said that “neither 
merober of his family has ever had any 
pecuniary interest as whether the 
rates or. manufactures of rubber were 
30 per cent, 35 per cent or 300 per cent, 
or whether cruds rubber was on the free 
or on the dutiable list.” 

Dealing ther with the charges that the 
Intercontinental Rubber Company, of 
which he is a director, is a trust, that it 
advanced the price of crude rubver, and 
controlled the world’s supply, and that 
the company had paid enormous div- 
idends, Mr. Aldrich treated each sep- 
arately and at gréat length. 

Without raising any issue concerning 
the “progressives’” campaign generally, 
Mr. Aldrich referred to Mr. Bristow and 
his immediate associates thus:

“Now, attacks upon a 
President and Republican measures are 
led by men whose political existence 
depends upon their capacity—and 
this there seems no limit—-for misrep- 
resentation and the ignorance of their 
adherents. Strangely enough, this little 
group of men—very small in number- 
has arrogated to itself the leadership 
of the -progressives, and its members 
prate about the treatment of the tariff 
as a moral question.” 

Senator Aldrich in his letter to Con- 
gressman McKinley states in part: 

“Senator Bristow Jas charged that 
‘during the session, or immediately after 
the adjournment of Congress, I, in con- 
nection with others, had organized a 
gigantic rubber trust, known as the In- 
ternational Rubber Company, in which 
I was a large stockholder and a director. 

“*That this huge rubber trust imme- 
diately advanced largely the price of 
crude rubber, the supply of which it 
absolutely controls.’ 

“*That this vast rubber monopoly, the 
International Rubber Company, was 
able, on account of the changes in the 
tariff referred to, to advance—and did 
rapidly advance—the price of every rub- 
ber product, “from automobile tires to 
babies’ rattles.” 

“*That the increase in the rate on rub- 
ber ‘manufactures from 30 to 35 per cent 
enabled the Intercontinental Rubber 
Company to realize immediately enor- 
mous profits, as shown by the large divi- 
dends it had paid in the early months of 
the present vear, and that the increase 
‘in rates was brought about with this 
end in view.’ 

“The Intercontinental Rubber Com- 
pany was incorporated in 1906, with the 
general powers of a business corpora- 
tion. There has been no change what- 
ever, either during or after the session 
of Congress, since that time in the busi- 
ness or control of the company, or in the 
purpose for which it was organized, these 
being all established at the time of 
organization, long before the tariff act 
of 1909 was ever thought of. 

“Neither the Intercoftinental Rubber 
Company nor any of its subordinate com- 
panies have ever had the slightest inter- 
est, direct or indirect, in the manufacture 
of any article covered by the change in 
rates on rubber manufactures in the par- 
agraph referred to, or otherwise; and 
neither the Intercontinental Rubber Com- 
pany nor any of its sudvordinate compa- 
nies have ever had any part in any com- 
bination, agreement, arrangement or un- 
_dergtanding with any company or per- 
son with reference to any manufactured 
product of rubber or the price of any 
such product. 

“Lhe Intercontinental Rubber Com- 
pany is not in any sense nor of any 
kind—good or bad—a rubber, trust. 

“With reference to my personal inter- 
est in the matter, I will say that for 10 
vears [ have been greatly interested, fi- 
nancially and otherwise, in the develop- 
ment of plans for extracting crude rubber 
from shrubs, vines and trees by scientific 
chemical and mechanical processes instead 
of the old-fashioned tapping method now 
in general, use. 

“In the success attained the tariff of 
the United States has played no part 
whatever. 

“The price of crude rubber.is fixed in 
the markets of the world by the inex- 
orable law of supply and demand. It is 
governed by auction sales at London and 
Antwerp. Crude rubber is and has been 
on the free list of our tariff, and there 
has been no movement or suggestion from 
any source to place it on the dutiable list.

Business Men to Cite Lumber 
Wharf Incident to Over- 
come Objections to Its In- 
stallation Here. 


PLAN MR. HIBBARD’S 


The big lumber wharf fire of this week 
is to be seized upon as an argument 
by business men of Boston who desire 
the installation of an addition to the 
high pressure water service in an at- 
tempt to induce the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce to withdraw the objections 
which that body 


against such an installation last year. 

The late City Engineer Jackson pre- 
pared plans for the additional service 
during the Hibbard administration and 
it was this plan to which the Chamber 
of Commerce objected. The plan was 
to repipe the business district and ulti- 
mately the entire city with separate 
water mains for fire fighting purposes. 

Two pumping stations equipped with 
powerful engines were to furnish the 
pressure for the water, one near the 
Charles river basin and the other in a 
sub-basement under the Fort Hill square 
engine house. These pumping stations 
would be able to pump water above the 
tops of the highest buildings in the 
city without the aid of the present port- 
able engines. According to the plan, 
the city was to spend $150.000 a year 
for 10 vears to install the proposed 
system. Mayor Hibbard applied to the 
Legislature for the passage of the .bill 
but it was opposed by the Chamber of 
Commerce and ended in a committee. 

Mayor Fitzegerald hopes that the 
Chamber of Commerce will see the wis- 
dom of supporting such a proposition and 
intends to try and have the proposed 
new system installed, 

Fire Commissioner Carroll in talking 
about the proposed high pressure water 
system said: ‘To me the installation of 
a high pressure system in this city seems 
of great importance. Chief Croker of 
New York recently told me that with the 
new high pressure water system in oper- 
ation three-alarm fires would be an al- 
most unheard of thing in that city. 

“He said with such tremendous water 
pressure no fire could make any great 
headway. Such pressure, however, must 
be used with discrimination as the de- 
struction to property is much greater 
than with the ordinary pressure. There 
are occasions like that of the big lumber 
district fire, when a fire must simply be 
checked regardless of salvage consider- 
ation.

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MAINE'S BLUEBERRY 
SEADON DRAWS NEAR 


WITH PICKERS READY 


Caravans Will Take Work- 
ers to Hancock and Wash- 
ington Counties, Where 
Fruit Covers 150,000 Acres.

BANGOR, Me.—The blueberry season 
in Maine will begin soon and the coun- 
try roads leading from Bangor to Han- 
cock and Washington counties will be 
traversed by long caravans of covered 
wagons, carrying pickers from. various 
parts of the state to the barrens where 
the stunted bushes thrive, and where 
hundreds of persons including numerous 
family parties, will be employed by can- 
ners in gathering the crop. 

The land devoted to the blueberry in- 
dustry in Maine lies mostly in Washing- 
ton county, where there are about 150,- 
000 acres known as the “blueberry bar- 
rens.” This land lies chiefly in the town- 
ships of Cherryfield, Columbia, Deblois, 
Bedington, Harrington, Jonesboro and 
Nos. 18 and 19. Recently a canning fac- 
tory has been established at Vanceboro 
for utilization of the fruit in the north- 
ern part of the county. Much of the 
laid was burned over by the Indians be- 
fore the colonial period, and since the 
timber was removed from the remain- 
der that, too, has been repeatedly burned 
to keep down the growth of birches, 
alders, etc, and to facilitate the har- 
vesting of the fruit. 

About 40,000 acres of the barrens be- 
long to William Freeman of Cherryfield, 
who may properly be regarded as the 
pioneer in the blueberry industry in 
America. He established a systematic 
method of treatment which is applicable 
under most conditions everywhere. The 
land’is divided into several tracts, each 
leased to some responsible party, who 
assumes the whole care of the burning, 
keeping off trespassers, harvesting and 
marketing the fruit. The owner receives 
as rental one half cent per quart for all 
the fruit gathered. The pickers receive 
from 1% to 3 cents per quart. Those 
who lease the land and haul the fruit 
to the canning factory or to the station 
for shipment get one half cent a quart, 
the rate being determined according to 
the market value by the firm which 
handles: the products. The fruit is canned 
or shipped by one firm, which keeps a 
record of the amount as it is brought 
in and pays royalty to the owner. 

The financial importance of the blue- 
berry industry difficult to estimate. 
In Maine the canning is largelv in the 
hands of a few leading packers. The 
largest of these factories has a daily 
capacity of 7000 bushels.

Consumption of the Product in the United States for Fiscal 
Year Just Ended Larger Than Ever Before— Do- 


mestic Fields Drawn From. 


WASHINGTON — Sugar consumption | 
of the United States in the fiscal year 
just ended was larger than ever before 
and was also drawn more largely than 
ever before from our own fields and 
plantations in both continéntal United 
Siates and in the noncontiguous terri- 
tories. The quantity of sugar consumed 
in the country during the fiscal year Just 
ended was, according to estimates of 
the bureau of statistics of the depart- 
ment, of commerce and labor, 7,500,000,- 
000° pounds, speaking in round terms. 
or an average of 82 pounds per capita. 
On onl¥ two other occasions, 1909 and 
1907, Had the consumption crossed the 
T .000,000,000 line, and on only four other 
oceasions, 1908, 1906, 1905 and 1903 had | 
tle total passed the 6,000,000,000 line. | 

In supplying this largest quantity of | 
sugar ¢ver consumed in the United | 
States, Hawaii, Porto Rico and the best ; 
sugar fields of the United States con- | 
tributed in each case larger quantities | 
for domestic consumption than ever be- | 
fore, the Philippines contributed a lar- | 
ger quantity than at any other time, 
since annexation, while the contributions | 
of the cane fields of the United States | 
were slightly less than in several earlier | 
years, 

The quantity of sugar sent to the 
United States from the Hawaiian islands 
in the fiscal year 1910 was 1.111,000,000 
pounds, against 1,078.000,000 in 1908, the 
former high record vear; fron *Porto 
tico 569,000,000 pounds, against 485,000, - 
000 in 1909, the former high record vear; 
and from the Philippines islands 176,006,- 
000 pounds, a total larger than in any 
vear since 1890. 

The contribution of the beet sugar 
fields of. continental United States to 
the consumption of the fiscal year 1910 
was 1,025,000,000 pounds, against 967,- 
000.000 in the high record vear 1907; 
while the cane sugar product of the 
United States contributed 750,000,000 
pounds, against 829,000,000 in 1909, the 
former high record year. 

As a consequence of this increased 

supply from Hawaii, Porto Rico, the 
Philippine islands and the beet sugar 
fields in the United States, the quantity 
of sugar imported from foreign coun- 
tries fell from 4,106,000 pounds in the 
fiscal year, 1909, to 3,918,000 in 1910. 
. From these figures it appears that the 
sugar fields of continental United States 
supplied about 24 per cent of the con- 
sumption in this country in the fiscal 
vear 1910,° the non-contiguous _ terri- 
tories of the United States about 25 
per cent and foreign countries about 51 
per cent. In 1905 foreign countries sup- 
plied about 59 per cent of the total; in 
1900, 75 per cent, and prior to that time 
supplied about 75, per cent of the total 
sugar consumption of the country. 

This reduction in the share which

Prior to 
1907 the quantity of cane sugar pro- 
duced in the United States exceeded 
that from beets. Beginning with 1907, 
the quantity supplied from beets ex- 
ceeded that from cane and has so con- 
tinued down to the present time. 

The growth of beet sugar production in 
the United States during the last 12 
years has been much more rapid then 
that of cane sugar, the best sugar crop 
of 1898 having been 90,000,000 pounds, 
and that of 1909, 1,025,000,000; while 
that of cane in 1898 was 708,000,000

The quantity of sugar brought from 
the non-contiguous territories has also 
largely increased meantime, having been 
in the fiscal year 1900: From Hawaii, 
595,000.000 pounds, against 1,111.000,000 
1910; from Porte Rico, 73,000,000 
pounds, against 569,000.000 in 1910, and 
from the Philippines, 49,000,000, against 
176,000,000 in 1910, making the total 
from the non-contiguous territories in 
1900 about 627,000,000 pounds, against 
1,856,000,000 in 1910, or practically three 
times as much in 1910 as in 1900. 

Adding to the domestie sugar product 
in the calendar year 1909 the receipts 
from the non-contiguous territories and 
the imports from foreign countries in the 
fiscal vear 1910, and deducting the quan- 
tity shipped from continental United 
States, gives a total consumption of 
7,360,000,000 pounds, an average of 81.86 
pounds per capita, the largest, with two 
exceptions, in the history of the country.

Harbor of Refuge, Cape Ann, will be in- 
vited by Colonel Frederie V. Abbot, local 
army engineer.

~~ nore careless arrangement of his words 
than that to which he has accustomed a reading public. Although 
Wwe are not in their confidence we feel almost sure that the leaders 
of the Democratic party at least do not wish a revision of the tariff 
to be accompanied by business depression, though, as Mr. Lodge 
is reported, these two things are to go before the country. Nobody 
desires any business depression or anything like it, but, on the other 
hand, the threat of the possibility of such a thing as a consequence of 


Senator 


a revision of the tariff will not deter any real statesman from: 


idvocating a revision if he thinks that the revision ought to take place. 
There may be worse things than business depression, though 
they may not be so acute or so patent. A much worse thing and 


much more dangerous is the existence of a fiscal systein whereby 


various classes in the state are given a pecuniary interest in 
legislation, a fact that is admirably illustrated in what the senator 
himself says when he describes the clash of interests quite 
irrespective of politics that takes place when a revision of the tariff 
is sought. These differing classés care nothing about the revenue 
of the government or about the substance of any industry save their 
own, and this solicitude of the tariff as an aid to higher wages for 
seen is of a very tenuous sort indeed. What they are fighting to 

gain 1s the passage of a particular clause in the tariff law that will 
nails them to ask such high prices as experience has taught them 
the high tariff will excuse. 

There is no danger of anything approaching free trade in 
the United States for years to come and with this fact Mr. Lodge 
is perfectly well acquainted. If that were possible, in the shape of 
a sudden and complete reversal of all the American policy of tariff, 
it mught indeed constitute a danger; but it is submitted that, as we 
have intimated, much more harm. can be steadily done to the country 
and to its morals by the obstinate defense of a fiscal system that 
long ago passed out of the realm of statecraft into that of mere 
trading; a system that, moreover, must be subjected to all the 
vicissitudes of any system that is not justified by necessity. Its 
rules must be arbitrary and its favorites objects of suspicion to a 
public that in all the five revisions of which Senator Lodge speaks 
has never been fairly represented.

to be clipped from the time between Chicago 


and New York so that the schedules may 
be reduced from eighteen to sixteen hours. This will be made 
possible by alterations-on the New York Central railroad near 
Niagara and by the opening of the Michigan Central tunnel under 
the Detroit river.

instance. The Detroit river ferry, with the attendant delays in.

not retire; on the other hand, we learn that the President is not 
striving to induce the senator to reconsider his announced intention 
of retiring. Why not have it all out and be done with it ?. 

The fact that in carrying on the business of the government 
and the affairs of the Republican party many transactions, especially 
in their preliminary stage, must be handled with great prudence 
and delicacy, is appreciated by all intelligent people. Confidential 
communications must always be respected. But in the ordinary and 
minor affairs of state and politics there is no good reason why 
secrecy and mystery should prevail to the extent that obtains at 
present. A frank and free talk with the public from Beverly would 
dissipate the mist and help things along.

To DISCUSS the question of immigration to 
one’s country in any other way than 
dispassionately is to give a chance to accuse 
of unfairness those that would be unfair 
themselves. To protest at all against Nation's 
unrestricted. immigration into the United 

States is not only to arouse interests that Need 
seem governed entirely by considerations of 
personal profit, but to call forth the protests 
of many honest men that do not see that 
theories are more easily stated than practised. It is, moreover, to 
risk the charge of narrow views, which again is a charge more 
easy to make than it is to overcome; but it is submitted that the 
moral welfare of 80,000,000 people is a matter that will Itkely 
discourage narrowness. 

‘ There has been in the city of Boston a commissioner of 
immigration who has made an inspection in his official capacity, the 
more immediate object of which was connected with the choice of 
a site for an immigrant station. This gentleman is reported to have 
said that he favored stricter immigration laws, that the standard 
of immigrants was not so high as it used to be, and that the 
newcomers from southern Europe and western Asia did not compare 
well with many that came before. He added significantly that even 
the immigrants from England, Scotland and Ireland had suffered 
a like deterioration in standard. It is not to be supposed that 
Commissioner Keefe spoke 1n any way but impartially, or that he 
is not qualified by professional experience to speak on this subject. 

Before a nation can be in a position to add to the world’s 
happiness, before it can acquire that character for stability and 
call forth that respect which make true reputation among the 
powers of the world, it must first set its own house in order. It 
must establish a character for self-control, it must exhibit respect 
of the law and it must show the sanctity of promise by its strict 
observance. These things are never evolved wholesale or in a mass 
by any formal, national act or statement, but are the work of the 
aggregate conduct of the individuals that compose a nation. The 
lamp that is lit within a country to shine abroad must be fed with 
the oil of that country’s integrity. Foreign nations must always 
judge us by what they hear more than by what they see, and what 
they now hear of us on the score of order and respect for law is 
what should make us alert to change. But what is more important 
than a foreign nation’s opinion of us 1s our consciousness of whether 
we have done well or ill; that must always come first if we are to 
build a nation. 

To build this nation, are we taking the best means in admitting 
to our territory thousands of those that 1n no sense of the word 
can, without a long apprenticeship, become accustomed to the respect 
for law and moral dignity that are essential to a strong common- 
wealth? It is conceded at once that these people can in some ways 
better their material condition in the United States, that their labor 
contributes in a large measure to the material prosperity of those 
that are already citizens, that 1n some ways these people enjoy 
more freedom of action than in the old world, and that as a general 
proposition it is wrong to curtail freedom. We can grant all this 
and have still before us the people of the United States, who in 
the present state of the world’s understanding have national interests 
paramount to those of foreign nations and their peoples; the greatest 
interest of this American people today is that the acre! respect 
for law and observance of each other’s rights that are vital to a 
democracy shall be jealously guarded and nourished. That such 
are less than they were wont to be, is too plainly shown by the 
tendency on the part of individuals to take the law into their own 
hands and to commit violence without excuse, a tendéncy that has 
never marked the English-speaking races save in young and remote 
communities, but that has marked for centuries those peoples that 
have been exposed to moral ignorance. Though they are unfortu- 
nate, is it not rather their own duty to reform themselves and to 
learn decency than that such a task be thrust upon a nation that 
even now must admit that the privileges given these people have 
not been paid for by an contribution to public self-respect or to the 
art of self-government? 

The United States cannot be made the unheeded teacher of 
those that will not learn, 1f it is to furnish to the world a people

their decision it would not be decorous to speculate. The interest 
for the public in such litigation lies-in the question of the extent 
to which one may succeed in forming a monopoly and in the 
interesting fact that when such effort has been thwarted 
legislation or judicial decision, or both, the real reason for 
action has always been a moral one. } 

To put it into plain English, it 1s: That every man and woman 
has a right to make a living in a reasonable manner and unhampered 
by the dictation of another, and the reason behind this reason 1s 
that it is not safe or wholesome for the community to put such 
right where it can be affected by the selfish interest of one person 
or a group of persons. It is a very curious thing and very profitable 
to ponder, that the excuse or detense for such exercise of selfish 
interest, or its attempt, invariably takes the form that money 1s to 
be made thereby. The fact that the pecuniary gain is to be made in 
a way that is alleged to be legal, and that on its tace bas the warrant 
of law, as a matter of fact is but secondary. onev 1s the prime 
base. : 

But nobody eats money ; nobody wraps it about him to keep 
out the cold; nobody binds it on his feet; vet everybody, for the 
time being, must be ‘hed and fed and clothed. We trefnble as we 
approach the conclusion of these modest facts, to see that money 
must be dethroned and put down into the position of a mere go- 
between, and when this is done, it can never speak wth so 
rich and loud a voice as before. Would money impose its heavy 
eloquence on an assembly of freemen? It must be silent or at least 
quiet, for it. is not anything but an expedient. Would its thick 
voice dictate to learning? It must hear that gold is only a metal. 
Would it brandish its importance before the eyes of statesmen? 
It must find that rights are earned, not bought. 

It is quite as dangerous to a state that there should be erected 
a theory that wealth justifies itself as that no man should have 
a right to what he has earned; yet in all the modern countries a 
reverence is paid to the unwieldy, unthinking mass that men call 
money. With all respect for Emerson when he says that rich men 
help education and enlightenment, we point out that there is some 
danger of confounding what after all is a duty with what in 
intention is by no means necessarily a virtue, and that if we are 
to give heed to money simply because it is money, we shall let right 


be outweighed by dross. 
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ACCORDING to the English press reports, Germany has no 
thought of altering her plans to go on building warships at a lively 
rate, at least until the year 1917.

+ 1909 the roadway commission constructed 
over 100 miles of asphalt macadam by what 
is known as the penetration method, and also a few miles of brick 
highway. 

So much for the past. Evidently New York state is determined 
to invite the motoring tourist by offering the inducement of smooth 
highways. During the present year 500 miles of asphalt macadam 
roads are to be constructed, and, in addition, brick pavement will 
be laid over several miles. The use of an asphaltic oil as a 
preservative of the macadam roads has been adopted by the 
commission, and other experiments are being carried on extensively 
with the hope of protecting the surface of the roads against the 
wear and tear incident to horse-drawn and motor trafhe combined. 
Maintenance has become even a more serious problem than con- 
struction under the changed conditions. It 1s claimed by expert 
observers that while the horse and wagon do not of themselves 
cause the greatest wear upon the surface, they prepare it for the 
damage that ensues. A writer in the Empire State Motorist, for 
instance. savs that the combination of horse-drawn traffic with 
motor vehicles is more detrimental to any waterbound macadam 
road than either kind of traffic by itself, and adds: “IT think this ts 
especially true where heavy loads are drawn by horses shod with 
sharp calks.. Horses thus shod tear up and loosen the magadam 
surface and the motor vehicle comes along and whips the dust otf 
into the field. “This operation is continued indefinitely, unless some 
protection is afforded, until the road surface 1s destroy ed. 

Every state and every community in the country that is striving 
to improve its highways 1s deeply concerned in the experiments now 
being carried on in New York state. The demands upon ee 
surface are more exacting than ever before in history, so far as we 
have any knowledge... Roads that stood up under the wear and tear 
of traffic a few vears ago melt under the traffic of today.
